Washington, July 25.—(Special:)—Not- 
githstanding the efforts to discredit the 
statement in these dispatches that Necreta- 
ry Carlisle will probably be Justice Blatch- 
ford’s successor on the supreme bench. 
those best posted say the Kentuckian will 


be the man. 


But the appointment will not be made for 
the present. There is no necessity for an 
immediate appointment. Therefore, Mr. 
Cleveland prefers to wait until Mr. Car- 
lisle shall have concluded the work expect- 
ed of him as secretary of: the treasury. 
When congress shall have repealed the 
Sherman law, enacted substitute legislation 
and financial] affairs are again righted in 
the country, it is expected that Mr. Cleve- 
land will send the name of the Kentuckian 
to the senate for justice of the supreme 


court. 

Mr. Cleveland believes that congress 
will waste no time in th.s work. In his 
wessage he will urge prompt action. Of 
sourse Mr. Cleveland would make arn 
shange of the secretary of the treasury 
@bile financial affairs are in a chaotic con- 
dition as at present, but when smoothed 
out, he believes the change can be made. 
He will, therefore, delay the appointment 
hoping that affairs will so shape themselves 
that he may be able to put Mr. Cariisle 
upon the bench. 

General] Forney Talks. 

Ex-Congressman Forney, of Alabama, 
who served twenty years in congress and 
roluntarily retired last March, is here. in 
speaking of the situation today he said: 
“You know that I have always been a sil- 
ver man. I have never been afraid of 1% 
and I am not afraid of it now, but 2 
am satisfied that something must be done. 
We cannot do everything by ourselves and 
there is no use resisting any longer. The 
agitation has been long awd ateady. The 
action in India came as a knockout blow, 
and now the 412 1-2 grain dollar has got 
to go.

‘THE SITUATION IN HONOLULU, 


A Fight Between Government Troops and 
Oatlaws. 


Flopetaln, July 66, via San Francisco, July 
2.—The political sitvatiot {1s practically un- 
changed See last advices. he provisional! 
government has a new treaty ney comp!e- 
ted and will seon forward it to Washington. 
The expected fight occurred between the 
troops of the provisional government and 
Koolau, the leper outlaw of Kamai, three 
soldiers being killed. Kooiau escaped with 
his wife and child, but the remainder of the 
lepers were captured. Among the men killed 
was Private McCabe. a veteran of the Ninth 
shode Island regiment. Another party of 
lepers that escaped from the settlement of 
Molokai has aiso been captured and returned. 
It is only a question of a short time when 
a reward will result in the capture of Koolau. 
It is reported that Minister Biount has 
hinted encouragement io the leading annex- 
ationists lately. Nothing will be done, how- 
ever, until he takes back his report. He ex- 
eects to jeave here July 27th. Some think 
‘resident Cieveland will resubmit the Har- 
rison treaty with some modifications, 
Professor W. D. Alexander, Hawaiian, the 
historian, has been appointed to*go to Wash- 
ington and assist Minister Thurston in the 
negotiations. It is intimated that, in case 
the United States refuses the propositions and 
the isiands are forced to stand alone, the first 
probable act of the provisional government 
will be to secure international peace by ex- 
peiling the ex-queen. 


STOP THEM BY AL\g MEANS. 


Large Number of Immigrants Coming from 
Cholera Infected Districta. 

Washington, July 2*=—Surgeon General Wy- 
man has received the following cable from 
Assistant Surgeon General Young, of the Ma- 
rine hospital service, stationed at Naples; 

“Cholera prevails; condition is worse. A 
large number of emigrants are preparing for 
America. Isolation on shore is impossible. 
Authorities refuse to permit detention on 
board. Parties are transferred from the 
train to the ship and isolation on the way is 
imperfect .’’ 

To this dispatch Dr. Wyman has sent the 
following answer: 

“Refuse bill of health unless all regulations 
are complied with. 
the full fine will be imposed without the Dill.”’

At the geographical congress, which will 
meet in the memorial art palace Thursday and 
Friday, somp of the facts to be disclosed will 
be a surprise to modern historians, as they 
have been buried in the archives at the vati- 
can at Rome for centuries. Among the papers 
to be read is one by William Curtis. For 
many years it has been contended that the 
vatican contained evidence to prove that the 
Norsemen discovered America before Colum- 
bus, and many attempts have been made to 
examine the papers. 

They were not examined, however, until last 
fall, when Mr. Curtis, in the interests of the 


exposition, requested the pope to grant him the 


privilege of seeing the documents. The pope 
ordered an investigation. Over four hundred 
docum@its were examined. These documents 


did nog prove the assertion of the Scandina- | 


vian scholars, that the voyage of Lief Ericson 
was unknown to Columbus, but did prove that 
a Catholic bishop resided in Greenland all 
that time and that he reported to the pope 
that there were unexplored regions south of 
Greenland that were peopled by savages.

It Seems to Be Her Turn to Suffer 
from the Stringency, 


THE SHUTTING DOWN OF FACTORIES 


And Throwing Many People Out of 
‘Work Create Distress. 


ALL EYES TURNED TO THAT SSECTION. 


Heavy Shipments of Currency Still Being 
Made to the Northwest—More Trou- 
ble at Louisvilleand Indianapolis, 


New York, July 25.—Bankers today 
were disposed to take a somewhat less fa- 
vorable view of the general business situa- 
tion than they were a week ago, especially 
toward New England and the northwest. 
The shutting down of manufacturing in- 
terestg all over New England and the pri- 
vate advices received by the New York 
bankers as to the condition of the New 
England bank.s continue t& make Me pros- 
pect for a vetterment of the condition in 
that quarter anything but good. 

From the west the banks continue to re- 
ceive calls for currency and idere is a 
coustant withdrawal of New York bal- 
ances. The suspension of the Wisconsin 
Marine and Fire Insurance Company bank 
in Milwaukee and the two banks in Incien- 
apolis, all of which were consid red as 
strong institutions as existed in their re- 
spective localities, only added to the uneasi- 
ness felt here about ihe western s:lustion. 

In Wall street the expression regarding 
the troubles today is that the trouble ap- 
pears to be more widespread and nearer 
home than a few days ago. It is reported 
here that the fatlure cf the Wisconsin 
Marine and Fire Insurauce Company bark 
was caused by the Northwestern and the 
St. Paul roads withdrawing their deposits. 
The officers of the "Ianover Neiticnal bank 
and the American Exchange National bank, 
New York correspondents of the Wisconsin 
Marine and Fire Insurance Compas bark, 
of Milwaukee, state that ihe bunk had not 
asked them for any accommodatioas what- 
ever, and that if it had they -weuld have 
undoubtedly helped it as ifs crevit was of 
the.very best. As a rule bank presidents 
and leading p*.«xers are averse to saying 
anything about the’ sitnation ‘for rabli™- 
tion. They hope fora turn for the better. 
but do not anticipate any great change ui- 
til congress repeals the Sherman law. 

"The shipments of currency to the interior 
from New York today am@unted' to $1,- 
500,000; most of the money went to the 
northwest. The subtreasury paid out 546,- 
000 in smali bills and for $200,000 of them, 
retired. gold. certificates. 


THE SITUATION AT LOUISVILLE. 


Three Banks Have Troub'e—Small Deposit“ 
ors Make a Run: 

Louisville, Ky., July 25.—This will prove 
a memorable day in the financial history of 
Louisville. 

At 10 o’clock this morning the Mer- 
chants’ National bank posted a motice otf 
suspension and half an hour later the "a'i- 
ure of the Louisville Deposit bank was an 
nounced.* 

By this time half a dozen banks in the 
city were being run by depositors, mostiy 
small ones. They all stood the pressure 
except one, the Fourth National, which 
closed its doors in the board of trade build- 
ing at 10 o’clock. At that hour the ex- 
citement was running high and. every one 
of half a dozen banks was crowded with 
depositors, who were in line awaiting their 
turn with the paying teller. ‘The first fail- 
ure of the present crisis was that of the 
Kentucky National bank Saturday. 

Then came the Louisville City National 
Monday, after the invest.gation of 4 Sun- 
day holiday, and the Merchants’ National. 
the Louisville Deposit and Fuurth Nationa! 
today. The failure of the Merchants’ Na- 
tional was caused by the withdrawals of 
country banks and counstry depusitors. Tie 
Louisville Deposit was the. only bank in 
the city not a member of the Clearing House 
Association and in its time of need the 
old banks would give it no assistance what- 
ever, 

The suspension of the Fourth National was 
a result of the pan.c. ler a week there 
has been a steady pulling ont of deposits. 
This changed into a run after the suspen- 
sion of the Kentucky National last Sat- 
urday and the run continued Monday and 
Tuesday and until all the funds. were ex- 
hausted today. None of the failures are 
considered bad ones. Depositors in the 
two national banks will be paid in full 
and the loss to stockholders will not be 
more than 6 per cent in each case, The 
Merchants’ Natonal bank is capitalized at 
$500,000 and J. H. Pindeberger is  presi- 
dent. The Fourth National has a capital 
of $500,000 and a surplus ‘of $35,000, 
Georeg Davis is president. The Louisville 
Deposit bank has a capital of $300,000 
and a surplus of $16,128. Moses Schnartz 
is president. 


THE INDIANAPOLIS NATIONAL. 


Leuisville and New Albany Failures Were 
the Cause of the Failure. 

Indianapolis, Ind., July 25.—After bank- 
ing hours yesterday, there was a rumor 
that the Indianapolis National bank would 
not open its doors this morning. 

At any other time than during the pres 
ent financial distress, such a rumor would 
not have received a moment’s credence. 
As it was, it could be scarcely believed 
that there was any foundation for it, yet 
the suspicion was sufficient te start an 
inquiry at an early hour this morning with 
the result that, for once, street rumor was 
found to be true. | 

President Theo Haughey yesterday after- 
noon came to the conclusion that he ghould 
consult some of the officials of other banks. 
A meeting was held last night. Mr. 
Haughey prepared a statement, in. which 
he said that the Louisville and New Albany 
failures had aggravated the loca] situation. 
Fifty thousand dollars was. borrowed from 
the other banks, but it failed to carry the 
bank further than yesterday’s transactions. 
it was finally. concluded that. the- tide that 
had set in was too strong to st |

In its tax refurns, April Ist, the bank 
reported a surplus of $60,000, and teal 
estate valued at $33,000. The last state- 
ment of the Indianapolis National bank. is- 
sued July 12th, gave the totat resources 
SO.

Following is the notice which was posted 
on the door of the Wisconsin Marine and 
Fire Insurance bank; commoniy called the 
Mitchell bank, at 29 o'clock this morning: 

By reason of the stringency of the money 
market this bank has been clused by order of 
the board of directors.

There were many dramatic and even 
tohiching scenes in amd about the closed 
Mitchell bank. Milwaukee people had be- 
come imbued with the ‘dea that this bank 
—the old Mitchell bank—was the Gibral- 
tar of finance and they coulg not credit 
the report that it had closed.” There was 
a general belief that when all other bank- 
ing ipstitutions had disappeared from the 
face of the earth that the bank which 
Alexander Mitchell founded would  con- 
tinue business at the corner of East Water 
and Michigan streets and it was th's firm 
faith in the bank’s stability that made the 
shock to the public confidence so great. 

The news that the bank had not opened 
its doors began to circulate on the streets 
and immediately a rush was. made in the 
direction of the Mitchell building. 

At the instance of Benjamin M. Weil. 
the bank consenting, Judge Johnson ap- 
pointed Washington Becker receiver of the 
bank. His bond was fixed at $1,000,000. 

Cotton Mills Shut Down. 
- Ware, Mass., July 25.—The Otis county 
cotton mills in this town will shut down 
Saturday for one month on account of noz 
being able to finda market for their prod- 
uct.

by a mob court and hanged, comes the 
story of a terrible crime and its repara- 
tion. A telegram from there says: 

“Another criminal assault has been com- 
mitted right in this community: The house 
of Arch Sightler, white, at Gaston was 
entered last n'ght and his wife, who was at 
home alone, was beaten, choked and then 
criminally assaulted by two negroes. One 
of the negroes, Handy, has been caught 
and report says he has paid the usual pen- 
alty. The other negro, Will Thompson, has 
not been caught as yet, but the neighbor- 
hood is in search of him and he will be 
caught.” 

The news of the lynching reached the city 
today that Willie ‘Thompson, the  prin- 
cipal of this dastardly crime, yas in the 
city and Chief Radcliff immediately started 
on the search for him. 

The report received here shows the most 
outrageous crime ever committed in this 
state. The negro Handy held the unfortu- 
nate woman while Thompson committed the 
terrible assault. 

Handy had not been lynched when the 
gentleman who brought the news to Colum- 
bia left, but there was no doubt that it 
wonld come in a very short while. Mrs. 
Sadler, as her name was’ given here, is 
not only a highly respectable lady, but is 
the wife of one of the most prosperous c‘t- 
izens of the neighborhood. 

Later—Further advices from Swansea 
state that the other negro is surrounded in 
a swamp and that when captured he will 
probably be burned. It is said that the 
crime is one of the most revolting on record.

England Has Had ¥erbal Notice That It 


Will Be Blockaded, 
AND WILL PROTECT HER SUBJECTS 


In Bankok, Who Say They Are Be- 
ing Neglected. 


FRENCH GUNBOATS CROSS THE BAR, 


And the Citizens Are Greatly Excited 
Comment of English Newspapers 
on the Situation. 


London, July 26.—The Paris correspond- 
ent of The Morning Post believes that M. 
Develle is possibly in favor of a more 
conciliatory attitude towards Siam. ‘The 
Bangkok correspondent of The ‘Times tele- 
graphs under yesterday’s date: ‘The 
pilots of the French gunboats state that 
they will anchor tonight at the deep pool 
cave outside the fortifications, and will 
cross the bar tomorrow. Great uncer- 
tainty exists as to what will happen if 
the blockade begins tomorrow. Kepresen- 
tatives of neutral powers have received no 
official notice of the blockade, and neutral 
vessels expect ample time to leave the 
river. The British vessels will meet Captain 
Jones (British minister) to complete meas- 
ures for defense, in case the dangerous 
classes, deprived by the blockade of em- 
ployment, attempt to rise and loot the 
city. It has been arranged already that 
landing parties from foreign gunboats shall 
occupy stragetic points. The Siamese will 
also quarter a detachment of troops in the 
most populous quarters. The government 
has issued a proclamation -warning the 
populace to behave peaceably, and refrain 
from attacking foreigners.” 

A late dispatch to The Times, from a 
semi-officia] source, says that at 11 o'clock, 
the French vessels had passed the mouth of 
the Menam river, and had exchanged sa- 
lutes with the Siamese forts. 

The Bangkok correspondent of The Daily 
Chronicle telegraphs: 

“If anything is to be saved for British 
influence and commerce with Siam, it is 
absolutely necessary that British interests 
be placed in the hands of a strong mran, 
with ample power from the home govern- 
ment. The British residents are complain- 
ing bitterly of the neglect of their inter- 
ests. The Siamese cabinet is far from 
realizing the critical nature of the situation. 
The ministers pursue their ordinary amuse- 
ments as if no crisig existed. The imperial 
family is powerless to stay the difficulties.” 

Wants France te Defend Her Kighta. 

London, July 25.—The correspondent at 
Bangkok of The Times telegraphs that-the 
Siamese foreign minister, in replying to th 
statement of M. Pavie, the>Krench minis- 
ter, that Siam’s answer to- the French 
ultimatum was not satisfactory, expresses 
surprise and regret that the abdication, by 
Siam, of her sovereignty, not only over 
that part of her territory in dispute on 
the leftgbank of the Mekong river, but, 
also, over Stutren and Kohn, which are, 
indisputably, Siam’s by treaty, is not con- 
sidered fully in accordance with the re 
quirements of France. The Siamese min- 
ister, therefore, urges more strenuously 
than ever that France define exactly what 
she considerg her rights in Annam and 
Cambodia and on the west bank of che 
Mekong river. The correspondent § adds 
that the Siamese government has offered to 
provide pilots to take, the French gunboats, 
Lutin and Comte, down the Menam river 
from Bangkok. These pilots were asked 
for by M. Pavie yesterday, when he notified 
them that he would, on Wednesday, go on 
board the warship Ineonstante. It now 
appears certain that M. Pavie will hasten 
his departure: It is stated. that the French 
gunboats will go down the river this even- 
ing. 

The Westminster Gazette, a_ liberal 
organ, this evening publishes an article on 
the France-Siamese dispute under the cap- 
tion, “Jingo Pharisees.”” The article ad- 
mits that the situation ,is serious, but it 
Kleprfcates the bluster that marks the 
articles on the subject in a section of the 
tory press. It urges that confidence be 
placed in Lord Roseberry, the British for- 
eign minister, whose hands, it says, may be 
best strengthened by a certain amount of 
reserve. 

Great Britainyit adds, ought not to forget 
that France may possibly have a case as 
good in Frénch eyes as any British case in 
British eyes. 

Looking After Euglish Rights. 

In the house of commons today Mr. John 
Long, advanced liberal member for Dun- 
dee, asked if the government was aware 
that British subjects possessed mgnts “ver 
forty square miles of land in the Siamese 
provinces of Chantaborn, Krat and Bat- 
tambang for working ruby and sapphire 
mines and whether, in the event of I*rance 
annexing those provinces, “are would be 
taken to guard British’ interests. 

Sir Edward Grey, parliamentary secre- 
tary of the foreign office, stated in reply, 
that the government was aware of the min- 
ing rights held in Siam by the British sub- 
jects, but he pointed out that the provin- 
ces in which these rights are held lie io the 
west of the Mekong river and were not, 
therefore, included in the territorial -le- 
mands made by France. . 

The Hon. George Uar3chon, ennserva- 
tive member of the vouthern division of 
Lacashire, asked whether France had no- 
tified Great Britian that sre had ests»b- 
lished a blockade for the Smmese coest, 
whether the establishment of suck a block- 
ade would be regarded ss an act of bel- 
ligerency between France and Siam; whetb- 
er the blockade had been or would be 
recognized by Great Britain and what 
measures the government proposed to take 
in the matter. 

& Verbal Notice Received. 

Sir Edward’Grey said that Great Britain 
had received from France verbal notice of 
the intention of the French government 
to blockade the Siamese coast. The Hrit- 
ish government, Sir Edward added, pro- 


| posed to continue its present protection of 


the lives of the British subjects in Bang- 
kok and of the property of British subjects- 
The government thought that the value at- 
tached to a declaration of blockade must 
vary with the circumstances of each par- 
ticular case. 
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The little kingdom of Siam, which has been 
brought into such prominence during the past 
few days by the news dispatches, lies on the 
western shore if the gulf of Bengal and to 
the east of the French possessions of Anam. 
Its history dates back to the fourteenth cen- 
tury, when the Siamese, who aré supposed 
to have been a northern tribe driven south 
by a pestilence, took possession of the coun- 
try along the shore of the bay of Bengal, aud 
have held it ever since. 

The natural resources of the country are 
comparatively rich, as it abounds in ores and 
precious stones and valuable forests. The 
trade from the north by means of caravans 
is rich, bringing a good quantity of silk, 
opiunr and other merchandise from the inte- 
rior of China. 

The regular Siamese army numbers about 
six thousand men, which is drilled by Euro- 
pean officers. The capitol and surrounding 
ports are garrisoned. The fleet consists of 
some twenty-five men-of-war and . armed 
steamers and about five hundred junks. 

The population consists of about six mil- 
lions of Siamese proper and two or three 
million Chinese, Malays and other oriental|s. 
As a peopie they are idle and apathetic, and 
devote much time to amusements, such as 
cock fighting, boat races, games, dog fights 
and other sports. They are of medium height, 
well-formed, with complexion slightly darker 
than ‘the Chinese, but fairer and handsomer 
than the Malays. 

Bangkok, the capital, had a popniation of 
about /300,000 in 1586. The religion of the 
country is Buddhism, there being but few 
Brahmins. 

A glance at the map will at once show the 
cause of the recent aggression of France. 
The French province of Anam, which stretches 
along the eastern side of the peninsular, does 
not at present control the Mekong rivef, 
which runs through the center of the penin- 
sular.
